All of the three problems would be attacked 
simultaneously although individually this being done within 
the realm of non-violence, as the SCLC is philosophically 

a non-violent group. No great changes as far as leadership 
in the Chicago area will be made but that all religious, 
poltical and social groups regardless of their geographic 
location — be united under one head, namely the SCLC.
